For years the National Municipal 
league has l>een odn. .ii ini; the pmple 
to the great reforms possible by en- 
forcement of exiikting laws. The New 
York World shows how effective 
each tow ealoreeaMat toajr be made 
to thaa* atatoMato: 

"Vtotattoaa of the election law 
rtave bee<i pi-evalent for many years 
There has never l>een an eloition 
where tliero was noi iei»eai;n»t, 1 olo- 
nislng. fraudulent voting and Inien- 
tlonal errora to the count, .Man> 
remedtoa hare beea pregoaad. Every 
ear the eleettoa tow haa heea aaiead 
ed Elaborate prohlblUoos of election 
offenses have been eoacled. Careful 
ly drawn laws have I)pen plaio(| on 
the statute books only to 1>« ajnend 
ed and reamended. Public opinion 
waa la' favor of koaeat etoa t le aa . Tbe 
tow provided for hoaest eieetia 
And stUI tbe eleatoa fraada maat on 
year after year. 

■'Tills year the state lias a now 
attorney general, Julius .M. .Ma>or 
He has not proposed amending or im 
proviag or reeoastructiag the law. He 
haa simply goae akaad aad proaecaUi 
ed everybody agalaat whom he conid 
secure evidence of vtolating existing 
law. The result Is wondoif iilly In 
structlve. Nearly a score of men 
among them a city aiarshal and a 
former aaaemblyman. have already 
beea eowrieted and started oa their 
way to prfaoa. Seorea of atfcaw ac 
cased are either to Jail awaMIng 
trial or out on bail, .\niplo authority 
ie found in law for their prosonitlon 
and punishnient. No ilifflculty what 
ever haa been found in obtaining ju 
riee who #ouM convict if tke evi- 
dence warraatad It What a aimpto 
remedy It la— eo eaajr. ao effeetive.

The 
secretary presented data shovTng 
that the pre-^eni aiiiiiorized force of 
coast ' artillery is sulflcient to pro- 
vide oi\e relief for oaly 34 per cent 
of the guaa. mlaes, taage iadera,etc. 
now actually InsUlIed cAr authorised 
tor the coast defense of the United 
States. This is exclusive of reserves, 
supports, etc.. and is liascd 111M.71 the 
actual number of officers and men 
required If the entire force of coast 
artillery ceaM be mustered in line 
and each maa marched to his posi- 
tion. It was also shown that there is 
an avern^e shortaxe of more than 
oil per nil' 111 till- loast Bililiery 
companies, and that due to this 
shortage less than 16 per cent of the 
defenses can be aetuaUy manned by 
troo^ now in serrtee. In ease of a 
audden outbreak of war 7.* per cent, 
of the coast defenses would have to 
rcniain die iiiii!l such time as vol- 
unteers or raw reciUits would be 
ti«Iaed'to handle the high power 
gaas. mtaes aad poaition Hading sys- 
tem, etc. This gseat ahortage l« said 
to be due to the fact that the pay Is 
not sufficient to Induce ipen to en- 
ii^; for li.' roast artillery. To ottviale 
ilieso tonditions, Kepresentative 
Hull, Of Iowa, has presented a bill 
In ooagresB which carries increased 
pay for certala grades ta the coast 
artillery that requirea teehaieal akill. 
and Increases the anthoriaed the 
strentitii ii> atMiiii .'i.ooo oncers and 
men. This bill, if passed, will in- 
crease the authorized slrenKlh to 4."i 
per ceat of that required for one 
relief.
